Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1933  on  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Service. 

THE  STAFF. 

The  School  Oculist,  Dr.  Harrison,  attends  at  the  School  Clinic 
on  Friday  afternoons  during  School  Terms. 

The  three  part-time  School  Dentists,  Messrs.  Pannell,  Slack  and 
Newman,  each  devote  48  sessions  to  inspection  and  treatment  of  the 
school  children. 

Three  sessions  for  treatment  are  held  at  the  School  Clinic  each 
week  during  the  school  terms,  but  when  necessary  a  fourth  session 
is  held. 

One  or  other  of  the  School  Nurses  is  in  attendance  at  each  of 
the  Medical  and  Dental  Sessions  at  the  School  Clinic  and  at  the 
Routine  Medical  and  Dental  Inspections  in  the  schools.  Their  other 
duties  include  special  inspections  for  cleanliness  in  the  schools  3  times 
in  the  year,  and  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  and  home  visiting. 

The  School  Medical  Service  Clerk  has  an  office  on  the  School 
Clinic  premises. 

The  work  of  all  members  of  the  staff  has  been  carried  out  with 
entire  satisfaction  during  the  year.  Owing  to  lack  of  time  it  was  not 
possible  for  the  School  Dentists  to  inspect  11  of  the  departments. 
There  is  need  for  an  increase  in  the  time  at  present  allowed  for  the 
dental  work  amongst  the  school  children,  and  at  present  this  is  under 
consideration.

INSPECTIONS 

Seventy  per  cent  of  the  children  examined  at  the  Routine  Medical 
Inspections  in  the  Schools  were  accompanied  by  a  parent  or  other 
responsible  person.  Although  this  is  a  slight  decrease  compared  with 
1932,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  in  employment. 

Keen  interest  has  been  shown  by  those  accompanying  the  children 
at  these  medical  examinations  and  the  advice  given  has  been  fully 
appreciated.

Id  the  Report  for  1930  the  importance  of  efficient  follow-up  work 
was  emphasised.  Full  benefit  from  the  routine  medical  inspections 
can  only  be  expected  when  it  is  possible  to  follow  up  every  child  found 
to  be  in  need  of  treatment,  thereby  ensuring  that  the  recommendations 
are  properly  carried  out.  This  work  necessarily  requires  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  time  and  requires  the  exercise  of  patience  and  tact 
on  the  part  of  the  school  nurses.  It  is  unfortunate  that  much  follow¬ 
up  work  has  had  to  be  left  undone  during  the  year  owing  to  pressure 
of  work  in  other  directions. 

The  necessity  for  making  an  additional  appointment  to  the  school 
nursing  staff  was  brought  to  the  notice  of,  and  approved  by,  the 
Education  Committee  in  February,  1931,  but,  owing  to  the  need  for 
economy,  action  has  been  deferred  for  the  time  being. 


RE-INSPECTIONS 

During  the  year  1,294  children  were  re-inspected.  This  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  33  compared  with  1932. 

UNCLEANLINESS 

Twenty-eight  head  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

Of  4,602  children  examined,  49  or  1  per  cent  were  excluded  on 
account  of  being  in  a  verminous  condition. 

No  cases  required  to  be  prosecuted  under  the  School  Attendance 
Byelaws  for  non-attendance  as  a  result  of  exclusion  for  uncleanliness. 

Personal  cleanliness  in  every  child  is  of  the  greatest  importance, 
and  there  is  no  excuse  for  a  child  being  sent  to  school  in  a  verminous 
condition. 

Uncleanliness  not  only  causes  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  indiv¬ 
idual  child  concerned,  but  is  a  constant  source  of  infection  to  otner 
children  who  are  properly  cared  for. 

SCHOOL  BATHS 

The  provision  of  school  baths  would  do  much  towards  securing  a 
higher  standard  of  cleanliness.  Facilities  would  be  provided  for  in¬ 
struction  in  personal  hygiene,  which  would  be  of  benefit  to  the 
children.  A  valuable  means  would  be  provided  for  instilling  the  desire 
for  cleanliness  at  an  impressionable  age,  when  the  habits  formed  are 
liable  to  be  life-long  in  their  effects. 

CASES  REFERRED  TO  THE  N.S.P.C.C. 

During  the  year  23  children  from  7  families  were  referred  to  the 
Inspector  of  the  above  Society  on  account  of  general  neglect.  In  all 
cases  an  improvement  resulted  from  the  representations  made. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  any  parent  should  have  to  be  threatened 
with  legal  proceedings  for  failing  to  obtain  necessary  medical  treat¬ 
ment  or  taking  proper  care  of  a  child. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  due  to  Mr.  Manning,  the  Inspector 
for  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  for  his  co-operation  with  the  Staff  of  the  School 
Medical  Service.

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS 

At  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections  122  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils 
or  adenoids  were  discovered.  In  45  cases  operative  treatment  was 
advised;  the  remaining  77  cases  being  kept  under  observation. 

Before  operative  treatment  is  recommended  each  case  is  examined 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  the  parents  or  guardians  are  inter¬ 
viewed. 

After  operation  each  child’s  throat  is  examined  and  its  breathing 
capacity  estimated.  Careful  verbal  and  printed  instructions  are  given 
to  the  teachers  and  parents  as  to  the  need  for  regular  and  systematic 
breathing  exercises,  nose  blowing,  and  chest  expansion. 

Operations  for  the  removal  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
performed  at  the  Macclesfield  General  Infirmary  by  arrangement  with 
the  Education  Committee  at  a  fee  of  one  guinea  per  case. 
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During  the  year  27  operations  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 


were  performed  as  follows: — 

(a)  At  Macclesfield  Infirmary  .  21 

(b)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Manchester  . .  3 

(c)  Privately  .  3 
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EAR  DISEASE  AND  DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

Fifty-nine  children  were  found  to  have  defects  associated  with  the 
ear.  In  7  of  these  there  was  partial  deafness,  in  24  an  inflammatory 
condition.  The  remaining  cases  consisted  of  minor  ear  defects. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

No  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  detected  during  the  year. 

Five  children  were  found  to  have  tuberculous  glands  of  the  neck 
and  three  had  tuberculous  affection  of  the  bones  or  skin. 

HEART  DISEASE  AND  RHEUMATISM 

Thirty-nine  children  were  discovered  with  a  disordered  condition 
of  the  heart. 

All  cases  of  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism  were  regularly  exam¬ 
ined  and  kept  under  observation  during  the  year,  and  special  records 
have  been  kept  for  each  case.  Advice  is  given  to  parents  and  teachers 
regarding  the  care  of  these  children,  especially  as  to  the  need  for  the 
avoidance  of  over-exertion. 

In  the  severe  cases  the  need  for  rest  and  constant  medical  super¬ 
vision  is  emphasised. 


MALNUTRITION 

At  the  inspections  in  the  schools  77  children,  45  special  at  Clinic, 
were  found  to  be  in  a  poorly  nourished  condition,  and  2  children 
showed  signs  of  rickets. 

ORTHOPEDIC  CLINIC 

This  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Macclesfield  General  Infirmary. 

Thirty-three  cases  were  recommended  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
for  treatment,  the  total  number  of  attendances  at  this  Clinic  being 
733.

RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  BY  ULTRA-VIOLET  RAYS 

The  average  number  of  attendances  made  by  each  case  completing 
the  course  of  treatment  during  the  year  1933  was  17. 

Of  the  32  children  who  received  treatment  throughout  the  year, 
16  cases  showed  signs  of  marked  improvement.  12  cases  showea 
definite  improvement  but  to  a  lesser  extent,  and  4  cases  showed  no 
evidence  of  having  benefited  from  the  treatment. 

The  28  cases  which  responded  to  treatment  comprised  15  cases  of 
debility  and  malnutrition,  4  of  anaemia,  and  9  of  cervical  adenitis. 

The  4  cases  which  failed  to  respond  to  treatment  comprised  1  case 
of  malnutrition,  1  of  anaemia,  and  2  of  cervical  adenitis. 

Of  all  cases  which  benefited  from  treatment  there  was  an  im¬ 
provement  in  appetite,  in  general  well-being,  and  in  alertness. 

These  results  seem  to  adequately  justify  the  continuance  of  this 
form  of  treatment  in  selected  cases. 

NOTE: — Treatment  is  received  at  the  General  Infirmary  on  2  days 
each  week.  All  cases  treated  are  examined  each  month  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  and  at  intervals  by  the  Radiologist  at  the 
Macclesfield  General  Infirmary.

CO-ORDINATION 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  secure  close  co-operation  between  the 
Maternity  and  Child-Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services.  An  im¬ 
portant  step  in  this  direction  has  been  the  institution  of  the  pre¬ 
school  clinic,  which  is  held  each  week  at  the  Great  King  Street 
centre.  As  a  result  of  this  clinic  many  physical  defects  have  been 
discovered  and  treated  at  an  early  age,  and  valuable  records  have  been 
transferred  to  the  school  clinic. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  OTHERS  IN  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL 

SERVICE 

Tne  co-operation  and  help  received  from  the  Head  Teachers,  the 
School  Attendance  Officer  and  the  Inspector  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  nas 
added  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  school  medical  inspection 
and  treatment.  Parents  continue  to  take  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  health  of  their  children  and  have  shown  an  even  greater  desire 
than  previously  to  avail  themselves  of  treatment  afforded  at  the 
School  Clinic  and  to  act  upon  advice  given  regarding  the  health  of 
the  children. 

The  help  received  from  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  in  cases  where  parents  are  neglecting  their  children 
has  been  most  valuable. 

MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE  AND  RETARDED  CHILDREN 

An  endeavour  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  all  the 
feeble-minded  children  in  the  elementary  schools.  In  each  case 
examined  the  intelligence  quotient  has  been  estimated. 

One  boy  was  notified  as  an  imbecile  to  the  Supervising  Authority 
for  Mental  Deficiency.

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SWIMMING

The  following  extracts  have  been  taken  from  the  Report  of  the 
Secretary  for  Education  (Mr.  T.  Mellor)  which  reflects  the  interest 
taken  by  the  Education  Committee  in  the  promotion  and  encourage¬ 
ment  of  swimming.

In  order  to  show  the  marvellous  strides  made  in  swimming  amongst 
school  boys  during  the  last  few  years,  the  following  figures  may  be 
of  interest: — When  the  “  Grosvenor  Shield,”  presented  by  the  Duke 
of  Westminster  for  the  Schoolboy  Swimming  Championship  of  Cheshire 
was  won  by  Macclesfield  schoolboys  last  year,  the  time  was  2  mins. 
18  secs.  This  year  it  was  won  by  Hyde  Borough  schoolboys  in  the 
record  time  of  2  mins.  12  secs.  Macclesfield  being  fourth.  When 
Macclesfield  won  it  on  the  first  occasion,  the  time  was  2  mins.  35-l/5th 
secs. 

In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  attendances  were  the 
highest  ever  recorded;  it  will  be  observed  that  the  attendances  are 
again  this  year  higher  than  they  have  ever  been  before,  and  this 
applies  to  both  boys  and  girls. 

The  highest  week’s  attendance  this  year  was  849  for  boys  as  com¬ 
pared  with  771  last  year;  girls,  808  against  666  last  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  total  attendances  this  year  (Boys  and 
Girls)  were  27,257,  against  26,697  for  1932,  and  24,416  for  1931,  or  a 
weekly  average  of  1,512,  as  compared  with  1,214  last  year. 

237  Boys,  156  Girls  (total  393)  were  taught  to  swim  during  the 
year;  the  figures  last  year  were  171  Boys  and  194  Girls  (total  365), 
being  an  increase  of  28. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  former  records, 
as  regards  total  attendances  for  the  year  and  average  weekly  attend¬ 
ance,  have  been  broken  during  the  past  year. 

The  weekly  average  attendance  during  the  past  year  shows  about 
17  per  cent  increase  on  the  highest  of  former  years.  All  the  figures 
prove  that  the  interest  in  swimming  amongst  our  school  children  Is 
still  increasing  and  the  facilities  are  greatly  apppreciated. 

Macclesfield  swimmers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  successes 
which  again  emphasise  the  value  of  swimming  instruction  in  oui 
Elementary  Schools. 

The  success  of  the  members  of  the  Macclesfield  Amateur  Swim¬ 
ming  Club  this  year  have  been  outstanding;  not  the  least  of  these 
was  the  winning  of  the  “Cheshire  Championship  Aggregate  Cup.” 

The  Swimming  Instructors  (Mr.  A.  Kennerley  and  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Rochford)  have  again  rendered  good  service  and  have  been  ably  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Head  Teachers  and  Staffs  of  the  schools. 

The  Education  Committee  and  the  public  of  Macclesfield  have 
every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  achievements  of  the  scholars — past 
and  present.  When  the  figures  in  this  Report  have  been  studied  it 
will  be  agreed  that,  at  any  rate  so  far  as  swimming  in  concerned 
'‘value  for  money”  has  been  received.

PLAYING  FIELDS 

The  provision  of  playing  fields  is  an  important  factor  in  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  health,  particularly  in  relation  to  school  children.  In  this 
connection  Macclesfield  is  well  provided  with  suitable  facilities. 

In  April,  1931,  a  playing  field  of  about  3i  acres  adjoining  the 
Central  School  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  scholars  attending 
that  school.  This  school  also  makes  use  of  a  playing  field  on  the 
London  Road. 
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On  the  West  side  of  the  town  there  is  a  playing  field  in  Cottage 
Street  to  which  reference  has  previously  been  made. 

A  site  of  some  65  acres  on  the  East  side  of  the  town  is  available 
for  use  as  a  playing  field  except  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  after¬ 
noons. 

In  each  of  the  three  Public  Parks  also,  a  special  area  is  set  aside 
for  the  use  of  the  elementary  school  children.  Organised  games  are 
carried  out  at  these  places  by  the  various  schools  in  the  borough.

MILK  IN  SCHOOLS 

Milk  is  supplied  in  bottles  containing  a  third  of  a  pint  to  the 
children  during  the  morning  interval  at  the  cost  of  a  penny  per  bottle. 

Experiments  have  shown  that  marked  physical  and  mental  im¬ 
provement  has  taken  place  in  those  children  receiving  this  additional 
supply  of  milk. 

Approximately  1,413  children  from  15  departments  are  regularly 
receiving  milk  in  the  schools. 

SCHOOL  CLEANSING  FACILITIES 

The  conditions  for  washing  at  the  schools  are  similar  to  last  year 
when  a  general  improvement  was  reported. 

It  is  most  important  that  towels  should  always  be  maintained  in 
a  clean  condition  as  the  risk  of  spread  of  the  more  common  skin 
diseases  such  as  impetigo,  itch,  septic  sores,  etc.,  by  dirty  towels  is 
very  real.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  AT  THE  SCHOOLS 


There  are  14  public  elementary  schools  in  the  borough.  The 
sanitary  conveniences  of  all  these  schools  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system.  Six  are  provided  with  pedestal  wash  down  water  closets,  and 
the  remaining  eight  have  automatic  flush  water  closets.  All  are 
properly  drained  and  connected  to  the  main  sewers.  When  visited, 
the  conveniences  have  been  found  clean  and  in  good  order.  All  the 
schools  are  now  provided  with  town’s  water.  Facilities  for  scholars 
to  wash  their  hands  are  provided  in  each  school. 

There  are  also  in  the  borough  the  Central  School,  the  King 
Edward  VI  Grammar  School  and  the  County  Girls’  High  School.  These 
schools  are  supplied  with  town’s  water.  They  have  pedestal  wash 
down  closets,  are  well  drained,  and  are  maintained  in  a  good  sanitary 
condition. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  ready  help 
afforded  to  me  by  the  Secretary  and  Officials  of  the  Education  Office 
and  the  head  teachers  in  the  schools.
